Now let us place theſe People one a- 
Ealinſt another in each Kingdom. In Eng- 
land 45 Srors Commoners and 16 Lords will 
Certainly bring ia Presbyrery, and pull down 
the Church of England; In Scotland, they 
will joyn to bring in Epiſcopacy, being 
brin'd and buught to puil down the Church 
of Scoriand. 

To Day they are ſo many, they will en- 
danger the Engliſh Church z to Morrow ſo 
few, they can't defend their own. * 

To Day they will be ſo true to Presbytery, 
they will never leave caballing to pull down 
Epilcopacy; to Morrow ſo falſe, they will 
ſel] there Country, joyn in voting Epiicopa* 
cy up in Scotlad, and reduce the preſent 
Church to a Foleration-. 

Theſe tbings are very confounding, and 
no Man Can be prepar'd to debate with 
Men, that will thus go upon all manner of 
Poſh bilities. 

1 confeſs in my weak Obſervation, I 
think, they come all from the ſame Foun- 
tain, and are agitated by the lame Spirit z 
I mean from Engiand,wherea vigorous Par- 
ty ftruggles againft the Union of the King- 
doms, as the only Miſchief can befall their 
High Church Cauſe, and effteQtually deprive 
them of the Opportunities of embroiling 
both Nations- 

I wiſh, the Kingdom of S-orland a little 
better inform'd of the Prattices of thoſe 
People, and entirely deliver'd from their 
Influence.

it will be compleated here. 

But I entreat the Gentlemen in Scorl.ind 
to bear with me in teliing them, cis happy 
Temper in England has not beei, ſo eatie 
a thing to procure. Abundance of viſible 
Providences have been remarkably concur- 
ring to bring this ConjunAture to ſuch a 
Crifis.

Parliament, and this in a Natioa entirely 
reftor'd to Liberty and Property. 

After this, the Articles having been read, 
and debaced on, previous to the Matter, as 
it at! cheſe Circumftances had concurred to 
bring ona _the great Junfture. ThegDay ap» 
pointed for the firft and great Queftion to 
be put upon the Subjett of the Uaion in ge- 
neral, and of the Manner and Kind of U-
